The first warning came from a

vandalism, There was little loss 
of personal effects. 


The automatic alarm Byatere 
worked effectively, arousing ‘other 
‘aants, who then used the fire 
fighting equipment provided by the 
fousing Authority, until arrival 
of Battalion Chief Edward O’Dowd 
d Engine Company 18. The 
fix was brought under control 
within 20, minutes, although sev- 
eral hours were required to clean 
up the debris. 

Executive Director John W. 
wd and Managers Robert Long 
Jr. and Al LeFevre were on the 
job, and within half an hour had 
yvehoused the homeless tenants in 
rby dormitories. In the mean- 
e, other employees provided hot 
coffee for the fire fighters. 

Manager LeFevre again caution- 
ed tenants about’ carelessness in 
the matter of cigarette smoking. 

‘In view of the fact that we 
have 2,500 human lives to protect 
in the dormtories, we cannot af- 
ford to take ¢hances,” said Mr. 
Lelevre, “and anyone guilty of 
carelessness, such as leaving cig- 
arettes lighted and then going to 
sleep, will not get a second chance. 
Such persons will be removed 
froma the premises immediately.”

You will find comfort in this com- 
pact grouping. 


This grouping of ‘two bookcases 
at each end of your studio couch, 
a pair of lamps, and a lot of pil- 
lows, affords you a comfortable 
davenport, space for books, figur- 
ines, pottery or plants, good read- 
ing light at both ends of your 
couch, and all-round comfort. 
“Te any member of your family 
is handy with hammer: and’ nails, 
these bookcases can be made quite 
easily at home. If not, a carpen- 
ter will make them for you.

A well-finished box is made 
measuring 8” by 2 1-2’ by 3’. The 
8-foot side is the base, and at in- 
tervals to suit your needs on the 
2 1-2 foot side, holes are bored 
to hold adjustable shelf rests.

a little back from the edges of 
the boxes. It is wise to have 
heavy books at least on the bot- 
tom shelf to give these transform- 
ed orange boxes stability. 

Place one of these bookcases 
at each end of your studio couch 
and you. have the perfect place 
for a pair of matching reading 
lamps. 

Then toss a lot of pillows across 
the back of your studio couch 
and at each end for comfort and 
that lived-in look.
